CHurcaao, May 24. 
The Executive Board of the Na- 
tional Association of Builders met this 
evening and issued sn address to the 
Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange of 
Chicago and all affiliated bodies of the 
National Association and the general 
public. An entirely new method of 
dealing with workmen is evolved, and 
acourse of wholesale lockouts advo- 
cated—a coniplete cessation of work in 
all building trades of Chicago. 


As an answer to the  brick- 
layers’ demand for a Saturday 
pay-day, it is fally § indorsed 

y the Board. The question is 
stated to have been inconsequential in 
itself; bad it not been preceded by a 
long series of usurpations by trades 
u nions. 

After commending to contractors in 
other cities the course pursued by the 
Chicago builders, the Board proceeds 
to enumerate “‘encroachments’’ that 
must be recognized by employers. 
The first is a concession by 
which Unions are able to  pre- 
vent workmen not members ofa Union 
from obtaining work. The other en- 
croachments are arbitrary powers, 
walking delegates, restriction of the 
number of apprentices, and the re- 
quirement that foremen shall be Un- 
ionmen. All branches of the National 
Builders’ Association are advised to 
assume the same attitude as the Chi- 
cago men if this issue is forced upon 
them. The address closes by suggest- 
ing that every exchange throughout 
the country adopt the platform 
given, which advises the creation of a 
Bureau of Record, where any and al! 
workmen may put themselves on 
record as assenting to the Chicago 
platform, principally individual lib- 
erty, and by and through which such 
men wall be kept at work and pro- 
tected. After a certain time steps 
should be taken to make such work- 
men members of the National Build- 
ers’ Association, thus instituting for 
the first time a union wherein em- 
ployer and employe shall be joined 
and their interests considered as com- 
mon, as they should be, 


Condition of California. 

In its usual weekly review of the 
condition of California, the Sacra- 
mento Bee of yesterday says: 

The reports of damage by the late 
frosts are all in, and it is seen that, 
with the exception of a few localities, 
the loss has not been as heavy as was 
firstexpected. Very young peaches 
and grape vines were the principal! 
sufferers. The early fruits which 
were well developed were not injured. 

The harvest will show a respectable 
surplus of wheat for export, unless an- 
other “‘norther’’ intervenes to shrivel 
the kernel while in the milk. A Mer- 
ced rpress representative reports the 
great ficlds in the eastern and south- 
ern portion of that county to be cov- 
ered with a heavy and rich growth of 
wheat four or five feet high and fully 
headed out. Of course the West Side 
is a barren waste, but in the rest of the 
Sao Joaquin wheat district the outlook 
is not discouraging. In the Secra- 
mento Valley a heavy crop will be 
gathered. Indeed, it has been no- 
ticed before that this favored region 
very rarely finds excuse fur complaint 
on the score of poor crops. 

The southern part of ihe State is rap- 
idly being gridironed with railroads, 
aod it seems only to be nece*sary to 
give aspota name to induce capital- 
ists to build a railroad to: at once. 
The same spirit of building branch 
roads is cropping out in this region. 
We understand that the Southern Pa- 
cific Company have been looking over 
the country between Biggs and Oro- 
ville with a view to connecting those 
points by a branch road. The Lake 
county road is taking shape, and the 
Santa Rosa people have their proposed 
line to Benicia well in hand. 

The mowers bave been at work in 
the hay fields. The product is not 
heavy, and good prices are confidently 
ex pected. 

The speculators are still dallying 
with wheat ‘‘futures,’’ and if they 
keep up their little fun until the har- 
vest is over, the farmers may make 
upin high prices what they will be 
short in quantity.

Editer O’Brien is taking desper- 
ate chances for the cause of Irish 
liberty, and is fully subdstantiating 
the adage that ‘The price of liberty 
is eternal vigilance.’ Every mis- 
sile, from a rotton egg to the death- 
dealing bullet, has been fired at 
him, but fortunately he has escaped 
serious injury. O’Brien may not 
have accomplished much in the in- 
terest of the grand cause for which 
he is struggling, but the attacks 
made upon him bave demonstrated 
to the world the intense hatred en- 
tertained for the Irish people, and 
now they have little hope of ever 
receiving, at the hands of the Eng- 
lish people the liberty they hope 
for. European complications may, 
at some future time, precipitate a 
struggle that will, iv the end,result 
to the benefit of the Irish people, 
but even this is improbable. The 
situation of that unhappy island, 
geographically, is such that its peo- 
ple can never hore, by a conflict, to 
break the ties that bind them to 
their master; consequently, their 
only prospect of self-government 
rests upon the liberal feeling that 
is gradually spreading itself over 
England. They may by degrees, 
depending very much upon the 
course of action pursued, obtain 
concession that will ameliorate the 
evils of which they complain, and 
itis to be hoped they will. Aggres- 
sive measures, such as the use of 
dynamite, will only destroy every 
vestige of sympathy for them, and 
will only suffice to place the object 
of their hopes far beyond their 
reach. They may face many obsta- 
cles, and advocates of Irish liberty 
be subjected to the jeers and hoot- 
ings of egg-throwing mobs, buta 
patient, pacifft course of action will 
bripg the desired change, if it ie 
ever to come. Mr. O’Brien’s ex- 
perience has, no doubt, been in- 
structive to him and may be instru- 
mental in deter.aining a course of 
action that will be invaluable to 
the Irish people. 


One excellent feature of the pro- 
gress this portion of Nevada is 
making is the manner ion whith ac- 
cumulated coin is being invested 
by those who made it here with the 
intention of spending it elsewhere.

Garland Does Not Want the Su- 
preme Bench. 
WASHINGTON, May 25. 

Attorney General Garland to-day 
talked freely with a reporter of the 
associated press concerning his sup- 
posed candidacy for the vacant posi- 
tion-on the Supreme Bench. After 
saying, “I do not want the place and 
would not take it if offered to me,”’ 


Mr. Garland set forth his reason at 
length. He does not, he said, under- 
value the place, but considers he 
would not be able to stand the severe 
work for a period of 15 years before 
retirement. His constitution is worn 
and enfeebled by the severe attack 
of illness that came upon him 
in March, 1886. He has a high 
opinion of the requirements of the can- 
didacy for the Supreme Bench, and 
feels, that in his condition, he would 
be untrue to his duty to accept sucha 
trust; besides, after his last re-elec- 
tion to the Senate he formed a resolu- 
tion to retire from public life and place, 
and after his term, which will expire 
with the close of this administration, 
he has so shaped his affairs as to carry 
out this resolution. The Presidert,he 
stated, was well aware of this resolu- 
tion, having been told of it when he, 
the President, offered Garland a place 
onthe Inter-State Commiussion. The 
Attorney General has no idea who will 
be the next Justice. 


A New Railway Deal. 
New YorK, May 25. 

A new railway deal,in which the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe is said 
to be interested, is now under way, 
and railroad men say it will prove one 
the most important schemes ever car- 
ried out in the West. It includes the 
purchase of the St. Louis and Chicago 
railroad, running from Springfield, 
Illinois, to St. Louis, and now extend- 
ing its line to Eureka, Illinois, mak- 
ing direct connection with the Atchi- 
son and Lake Erie and Western. This 
would give the Atchison a through 
line from Chicago to St. Louis, and 
make its System entirely independent. 
Vice President Strong, of the Atchison, 
and Hinckley, John D. Perry and 
Frank C. Hallings were all at the 
Southern Hotel on the 1i7th instant, 
and considered suggestive negotiations 
relative to the matter.
